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ABSTRACT 

This booklet is a directory of sourpes of technical 
assistance on probleBs relating to physical facilities for arts ^ 
organizations. , Wherever possibJ»e, agencies and organizations are 
described in their own words. Technical assistance in the area of 
physical facilities encompasses planning, financing, acquiring, 
renovating, designing, and aiaintaitting space, limiting it to the arts 
means' the space in which the, art activity takes place. Technical 
assfs,tance can be in the form lOf information/ printed and referral, 
» or consulting and advisory services by prof essicnals. Because most 
artists and^rts organizations operate on low budgets, attention is 
confined -to sources of technical assistance that provide help, at 
little or SLO cost to tfte recipient. listed ar-e 16 national 
organizations, the state arts councils, sources within the fe*deral 
goverment, foundations, professional organizations, colleges and

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Introduction 



The E\er\nian Company of BrookKn. a Mreei iheaier • 
group rented 4.000 sq fi of storefront and basement that 
pre\lou^j\ housed a ube^d furnHure store The building's 
assets included, on the upper level, plentv of overhead 
eiectncal outlets from its former life as a'lamp shdvvroom.

Evervman's artistic director approached the Nevs York 
State Council on ihe Arts and outlined his concept of two 
flexible performing and learning spaces wuh movable 
sealing modules His ideas were good ^Vit he needed an 
advbor to translate concept into realitvV A formal 
application to the council requesting tecfcnical assistance. *

Once the interior spaces were set the next step was to ) 
brighten the bleak unlit front of the building With the 
approval pf the landlord and the suppoft of the block 
association, the (.ompanv a^ked the Amenai the Beautiful 
Fund of New York for a seed grant *xo provide design 
assistance for an exterior mural The designer would aii.6^ 
supervise the exa^ulion of the new facade bv voung people 
m the community The F^jnd gave a grant of 'S4(K) lo^'the 
block association and additional funds were sought from 
neighborhood businesses i 

The Evervman Companv is one of manv arts 
organizations that have discovered how to get expert 
ad^vice on cposirucung an efficient and econj^mical 
phvsical plant for their programs These organizations
